Food For Europe: More Rationing 


Mr. de Valera said:— 

Certain newspapers have been 
very persistent in looking for my 
answer to Mr. Churchill’s recent 
broadcast. I know the kind of 
answer I am expected to make. I 
know the answer that first springs 
to the lips of every man of Irish 
blood who heard or read that 
speech, no matter in what circym- 
stances or in what part of the world 
he found himself. 

I know ers reply I would have 
given a quarter of a cent ago. 
But I have deliberately decided that 
that is not the reply I shall make 
to-night. I shall strive not to be 
guilty of adding any fuel.to the 
flames of hatred and ion, 
which, if continued to gr 
promise to burn up whatever is left 
by the war of decent human feeling 
in Europe. 

Allowances can be made for Mr. 

Churchill’s statement, however un-, 
worthy, in the first flush of his 
victory. No such excuse could be 
found for me in this quieter atmo- 
sphere. There are, however. some 
things which it is my duty to say, 
some things which it is essential to 
say. I shall try to say them as dis- 
passionately as I can. 
_ Mr. Churchill makes it clear ‘that 
in certain circumstances he woul i 
Have violated our’ neufralify, and 
that he would justify his action by 
Britain’s necessity. It seems strange 
to me that Mr. Churchill does not 
see that this, if accepted, would 
mean that Britain’s necessity would 
be the ‘whole moral code, and that 
whem this necessity was sufficiently 
great other people's rights were no: 
to count. 

It is quite true that other great 
Powers believe in the same code, 
and have behaved in accordance 
with it. That is precisely why we 
have the disastrous succession of 
wars—World War No. 1 and World 
War No, 2, and shall it be World 
War No. 3? Surely Mr. Churchill 
must see that if his contention be 
admitted in our regard a like justifi- 
cation can be framed for similar 
acts of aggression elsewhere, and no 
small nation adjoining a great 
Power could ever hope to be per- 
mitted to go its own way in peace, 

It is, indeed, fortunate that 
Britain’s necessity did not reach the 
point when Mr. Churchill wouid 
have acted. All credit to him that 
he successfully resisted the tempta- 
tion which I have no doubt many 
times assailed him in his difficulties, 
and to which I freely admit many 
leaders might have easily suc- 
cumbed. It is, indeed, hard for the 
strong to be just to the weak, but 


instance Mr. Churchill, instead of 
adding another horrid chapter to the 
already blood-stained record of the 
relations between England and this 
country, has advanced the cause of 
international morality, an important 
step—one of the most important, 
indeed, that can be taken on the 
road to the establishment of any 
sure basis for peace. 

As far as the peoples of these 
two islands are concerned it may 
perhaps. mark a fresh beginning 
‘towards the realisation of that 
mutual comprehension to which Mr. 
Churchill has referred and for which 
he has prayed and for which 1 hope 
he will not merely pray. but work 
also, as did his predecessor, who 
will Net, 1 believe, find the honoured 
place in. British history which is due 
to him, as certainly he will find it 
in any fair record of the relations 
between Britain and ourselves. 
|. That Mr. Churchill should be 
irritated when our neutrality stood 
in the way of what he thought he 
vitally needed, I understand, but 
that he.or any thinking person in 
Britain or elsewhere should fail to 
see the reason for our neutrality I 
find it hard to conceive. 

I would like to put a hypothetical 
question—it is a question I have 
last war. Su Germany -had 
won the war, had invaded and 
occupied England, and that after a 
long lapse of time.and many bitter 
struggles she was finally brought to 
acquiesce in admitting England's 
right to freedom, and let England go, 
but ‘not the whole of England, all 
but let us say six southern counties. 
These six southern counties, those 
commanding the entrance to the 
narrow seas, Germany singled out 
and insisted on holding herself with 
a view to weakening England, as a 
whole, and maintaining the securing 
of her own communications through 
the Straits of Dover.

Let us suppose further that after 
all this had happened Germany was 
engaged in a great war in which 
she could show that she was on 
the side of the freedom of a num- 
ber of small nations; would Mr. 
Churchill, as an Englishman who 
believed that his own nation had 
as good a right to freedom as any 
other, not freedom for a part 
merely, but freedom for the whole, 
would he, whilst Germany_ still 
maintained the partition of his 
country and occupied six counties 
of it, would he lead this partitioned 
England to join with Germany in

land in sorrow that they must still 
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would, Would he think the people 
of partitioned England an object of 
shame if they stood neutral in such 
circumstances. I do not think Mr. 
Churchill would. 

Mr. Churchill is proud of 
Britain’s stand alone after France 
had fallen and before America 
entered the war. Could he not find 
in his heart the generosity to ack- 
nowledge that there is a small nation 
that stood alone not for one or two, 
but for several hundred years 
against aggression; that endured 
spoilations, famines, massacres in 
endless succession; that was clubbed 
many times into insensibility, but 
that each time on returning con- 
sciousness took up the fight anew, 
a small nation that could never be 
got to accept defeat and has never 
surrendered her soul? 

Mr. Churchill is justly proud of 
his nation’s perseverance against 
heavy odds. But we in this island 
are still prouder of our, people’s 
perseverance for freedom through 
all the centuries. We of our time 
have played our part in that per- 
severance, and we have pledged 
ourselves to the dead generations 
who have preserved intact for us 
this glorious heritage that we, too, 
will strive to be faithful to the 
end and pass on this tradition un- 
blemished. 

Many a time in the past there 
appeared little hope, except that 
hope to which Mr. Churchill referred, 
that by standing fast a time would 
come, when, to quote his words, 
“the tyrant would make some 
ghastly mistake which would alter 
the whole balance of the struggle.” 
I sincerely trust, however, that it is 
not thus our ultimate unity and 
freedom will be achieved, though as 
a younger man, I confess, I prayed 
even for that and, indeed, at times 
saw np other. 

In latter years I have had a vision 
of a nobler and better ending, 
better for both our peoples and for 
the future of mankind, For that I 
have now been long working. |! 
regret that it is not to this nobler 
purpose that Mr. Churchill is lend- 
ing his hand rather than by abusing 
a people who have done him no 
wrong, trying to find in a crisis like 
the present excuse for continuin 
the injustice of the mutilation 
our country. 

I sincerely hope that Mr. Churchill 
has not deliberately chosen the 
latter course, but if he has, however 
regretfully we may say it, we can 
only say be it so. Meanwhile, even 
as a partitioned, small nation, we 
shall go on and strive to play our 
part in the world, continuing un- 
swervingly to work for the cause of 
true freedom and for péace and 
understanding between all nations. 

As a community which has been 
mercifully spared from all the 
major sufferings as well as from the 
blinding hates and rancours en- 
gendered by the present war, we 
shall endeavour to render thanks to 
God by playing a Christian part in 
helping, so far as a small nation 
can, to bind up some of the gaping 
wounds of suffering humanity,

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ALLIES PUT GERMANS ON 
“IRON RATIONS” 


ERMANS are to receive “iron rations,” and may be down 
G to something near starvation level this winter, it was 
announced both from British and American sources last night, 


says Reuter. 


At Supreme H.O., A.E.F., Lieut.-General Clay, Deputy 
Military Governor in Germany for General Eisenhower, said:— 
“ America will not send food to Germany until they show signs 


of starvation.” 


Colonel Browne, Assistant Director 
of Military Government Supplies at 
2nd Army H.Q., said:—* Our policy 
is that imported food shall not be 
issued to the Germans unless the 
shortage of their own supplies 
becomes such that there is a danger 
of disease and famine reaching such 
a pitch that it would interfere with 
the purposes of the occupying 
forces.” 

An Associated Press corre- 
spondent quotes General Clay as 
Saying yesterday: — “The Allied 
Government in Germany is going 
to be a military government, an 
the Germans are going to know it. 
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R. P. J. LITTLE, Minister for 
Posts and Telegraphs, moving 


Post Office Savings Bank. 

Last year, he said, there were 
more than a million deposits 
amounting to £8,500,000, while with-

Mr. LITTLE said that the Post 
Office expenditure estimated for 
1945-46 amounted to £3,225,125, 
being a gross increase of £223,364 
on 1944-45, of which about £174,080 
was due to increased cost of living 
and emergency bonus. 

The principal features of the esti- 
mate were: ~Gross increase in 
salaries £203,526, increased bonuses 
£151,815, an increase of £2,570 for 
conveyance of mails by road, a re- 
duction of £13,869 in conveyance of 
mails by air due to provision hav- 
ing been made last year for arrears 
of payment in respect of Common- 
wealth Air Services, . 

The Minister said that the 
financial position of the three 
imain services was—-Postal serwices, 
surplus £114,621; telephone service, 
surplus £247,703; telegraph service, 
deficiency £73,685, showing a net 
surplus of £288,639. This surplus 
was estimated to have dropped to 
about £89,000 at the end of the 
financial year. Last year’s increased 
revenue was more than «counter- 
‘balanced—namely, by cost of 
living bonus.. ‘ 

So long as the present restricted 
transport facilities continued, the 
existing postal services were the 
best that could be afforded in areas 
served by Coras Iompair Eireann. 

Referring to foreign mails, Mr. 
Little said that hostilities in Western 
Europe had caused interruption of 
services to France and other 
European countries, excepting 
Portugal, Spain, Sweden and Russia. 
Limited services were again in 
operation with the Vatican City, 
Southern Italy, Sardinia, Sicily, 
France and Belgium. Service to 
Switzerland ha been restored. 
Transmission of foreign correspon- 
dence erally was subject to 
serious delay.

Reform of Laws | Irish News in Briet

HAT there was need for reform 

of some of the existing laws was 
the view of Mr. P. F. O'Reilly, Presi- 
dent of the Incorporated Law Society, 
as stated by him at the half-yearly 
meeting of the Society in the Solicitors’ 
Buildings, Four Courts, Dublin, yegter- 


day. 

Mr. O’Reilly mentioned that the 
Council of the had had dis- 
cussions with the partment of 
Justice about that need, and cited the 
law governing descent of estate as 
an outstanding instance of a law in 
which reform was, in his opinion, an 
urgent necessity. In many cases, he 
said, grave hardship was caused when, 
an a person dying intestate, property 
went to the heir, to the exclusion of 
other members of the family. In a 
lesser degree, the law relating to the 
devolution of personal estate also 
needed reform, as, in some cases, too, 
it operated unfairly. 

In making a will, no man or woman 
should have the right to ignore the 
necessity to provide for the wife or 
husband and children; and provision, 
by reform of existing lays, should be 
made to restrict such a right. 

On many occasions they had urged 
that a Law Reform Committee should 
be set up by the Government. The 
Committee should not consist entirely 
of lawyers, but should include members 
outside the legal professions and 
women They were hopeful that, 
as a result of their orts, land 
registry fees would be reduced. There 
was no reason why solicitors should 
not be eligible for appointment as 
Circuit Court Judges, and it was nd 
that the necessary amendment of The 
law in that respect would be made. 

Their judicial system, established 
under the Courts of Justice Act, 1924, 

given universal satisfaction, and 
it was of great importance that nothing 
should be done radically to change it. 
The introduction of retrospective legis- 


lation, nullifying decisions of their’ 


Courts to the extent that the decision 
no longer could be availed of as ae 
ecided law, was to be deplored.

Already the American troops in 
Europe have beén placed largely 
at the disposal of General 
MacArthur, and many of them

| Pacific—having first taken an 


eight-week course to accustom 
themselves to the methods of the 
Japanese soldier. Before all the 
required American forces are in 
operation in the Pacific at least 
a year will elapse, and- the 
transfer of additional British 
strength must be expected at the 
same time. By the end of the 
year, also, the Russo-Japanese 
pact, already denounced in 
Moscow, will have run its course, 
and Japan may have to face yet | 
another great enemy on her 
north-western flank. 
Stilwell has warned the world not 
to expect immediate and startling 
results if Russia decides to enter 
the war against Japan. The huge 
Japanese armies in Manchuria, 
he says, will be quite sufficient 
to neutralise for some consider- 
able time any armies which the 
Soviet Union could mobilise in 
Westerh Siberia. Yet, even if 
Russia is counted out completely, 
the Japanese plainly are faced by 
such a concentration of military 
might as it would seem impos- 
sible to withstand. During the 
last few days over 500 Super- 
Fortresses have laid waste some 
nine square miles of Nagoya, one 
of the most important of Japan’s 
industrial towns, and a vital 
centre of “war production, with 
the aid of a million fire-bombs. 
Nineteen airfields on Kvushu and 
Shikoku, the two. southernmost 
islands of the main Japanese 
land mass, have been devastated 
by low-level attack from torpedo- 
bombers, flying from American 
carriers off the coast. In this 
attack and the air-fighting over 
Okinawa on Friday and Saturday 
between 200 and 300 Japanese 
aircraft have been destroyed. It 
seems inconceivable that Japan’s 
production can stand up to losses 
on this scale, unbalanced by cor- 
responding losses among the 
attacking forces.. Constant air 
raids have been carried out on 
her industrial centres, most of 
which probably are concentrated 
around the Inland Sea; and, 
though it may be admitted that 
her industry has been geared to 
war production for many years, 
‘she lacks the reserve of factories 
convertible to war purposes 
which has proved so valuable in 
Britain’ and America. All her 
battleships. and. a huge- number 
of other warships and transports 
appear to have been sunk, and 
on the rare occasions when*her 
Navy has ventured out to give 
battle it has retired with heavy 
losses. Her man-power remains 
enormous, and the moral, both 
of the soldiers and of the 
civilians, appears to be unbroken. 
It would take a great deal of 
hardship to reduce the ordinary 
Japanese, used as he is to bare 
subsistence, to despair; and the 
ideal of the’ glory of death in 
battle still can inspire the troops 
to fight to what General Stilwell 
recently called “a bitter, suicidal 
end.” 

The ring is tightening around 
the home islands of Japan. On 
Okinawa the American marines 
are progressing against fierce 
opposition around the capital, 
Naha, not much more than 300 
miles from Tokyo. In. the 
Philippines, General MacArthur’s 
forces are in control of nine- 
tenths of Mindanao, the southern 
island, and are attacking the last 
concentration of the enemy in 
Luzon, The brilliant advance of 
the British Fourteenth Army im 
Burma has, left remnants— 
perhaps 20,000 men—in the 
Irrawaddy valley, north-west of 
Rangoon, and a determined push 
is being made to eliminate them 
before the monsoon rains set; in. 
Further to the west, Japanese 
forces attempting to escape over 
the Shan Hills and into Thailand 
are being harassed by aerial 
attack. In Indo-China, French 
troops, with the aid of native 
partisans, are giving the Japanese 
a good deal of trouble. 
Australians on Tarakan Island, 
off. the north-east coast of 
Burma, are proceeding against 
opposition which threatens to be 
stiff, and it is conjectured , that 
this penetration may develop into 
a thrust along the coast of 
Borneo, designed to meet at 
Singapore with British forces 
proceeding from Burma through 
Malaya. Most interesting, 
perhaps, is the fact that Chinese 
soldiers have ‘entered ‘Foo-chow, 
a valuable port opposite the

Exploring the Arctic 

As an aid to exploration and 
science, the aeroplane already 
had been playing a great and 
growing part before the war. 
Everybody has heard of the 
flights over Everest and the 
Himalayas generally, which had 
permitted the photographing of a 
part of the world that had been 
a terra incognita to mankind 
since the dawn of creation. Less 
well-known, perhaps, was. the 
fact that thousands of - square 
miles of Africa and Australia, 
untraversed by the white man's 
foot, had been mapped in detail 
by airmen's cameras,. and that 
important revisions in the atlas 
were due to be accomplished. 
Within a few days of the close 
of the war in Europe, it has been 
announced that once again the 
bounds of knowledge are to be} 
extended by aircraft. The Royal 
Air Force is initiating. a series of 
flights over the North Pole, in 
order to study the curious con- 
ditions that. prevail there—in par- 
ticular, the behaviour of com- 
passes—and to collect all pos- 
sible information in regard to 
meteorology and magnetism. The 
honour is reserved for the Lan- 
caster Aries which flew round 
the world last autumn. It has 
been fitted with new engines and 
special instruments; a mass of 
equipment necessary for Arctic 
conditions, together with food, 
clothing and the means of 
cookery for four weeks, has been 
stowed aboard; and the aircraft 
already has set out on its first 
trip, beginning at Iceland, where 
a maintenance crew of three will 
remain until the visit to the Pole 
has been made. This is by ‘no 
means, of course, the first incur- 
sion of aircraft into the Polar 
regions. Inasmuch. as those 
regions afford the most direct 
passage from Russia to America, 
experimental flights were made 
and it seems 
reasonably certain that the route 
will become a regular one when 
civilian services are resumed. 
That, no doubt, supplies the 
practical reason why all possible 
information should be collected; 
but “ pure” science is bound to 
benefit at the same time.

Patadoxical 
as it may seem, it would appear 
that it will be necessary for every 
ultra-ultra-British. person to leave 
Eire before there can be 
harmony between the two countries. 
When 1 expressed my thankfulness 
that Britain had won the war, when 
I spoke.of my relatives who served 
ple took it for 
granted that I was “loyal” and 
regaled me with their diatribes 
against the “rotten Irish.” s led} 
to great unpleasantness and, on one 
occasion, to my walking out of a 
hotel lounge, during the playing of 
“God Save tha King “—an act of 
discourtesy I would not have 
dreamed of committing against. the. 
British Anthem, had it not” been 
obvious it was being played and 
sung so enthusiastically in order to 
degrade the Irish Anthem. 

t is tragic that these people will 
not at least try to care for Ireland 
as well as England. Will the day 
ever come when they will hang the 
Irish flag in their churches alongside 
the Union Jack, when they will 
recognise the Irish Anthem and look 
sympathetically at «their own 
country? 1 fear it will not. 

As long as these people grasp 
tenaciously at the old order, so long 
will the feud remain unburied. 
Amongst my “nationalist ” friends |’ 
last week, heard not one word 
hostile to Britain, nor one regret 
that she had won the war—but I 
heard. many hostile words: against 
the “ British-Irish” who seized the 
opportunity: of- VE-Day, not for a 
genuine thanksgiving | for peace and 
victory, but for a “smack at the 
other side.” While these difficulties 
and unpleasantnesses are created by 
those intelligent enough to know 
better, what can the unfortunate 
Irish Government do? How can 
they even hold .a day of public 
thanksgiving for Fst when they 
know that the “old régime” would 
not participate in any national event, 
but would hold an opposition show 
of their own, with no reference to 
Ireland whatever—and then the 
same old trouble would begin. 

The feud would be buried long 
ago if this minority. would agree to 
attend the funeral. Please won't 
you ask them to attend it with you, 
Mr. Editor—and then let's all be 
friends with - Britain - together.—

Without regard for their 
own personal interests these young 
men left their empioyment or the 
studies which they had been pur- 
suing in preparation for professional 
careers. Many thousands of others 
joined the Local Defence Force and 
the Maritime Inscription, and made 
it possible for the Army to feel con- 
fident that our best-equipped striking 
force would be capably assisted bv 
large bodies of well-trained men 
throughout the country. e 
The Local Security Force, the 
different branches of the Air Raid 
Precautions Services, the Irish Red 
Cross Society, the St. John Ambu- 
lance Brigade, the Knights of Malta 
also made themselves available to 
provide services without which it 
would not have been possible for us 
to face with any degree of con- 
fidence the dangers of the military 
Situation outside. To all of these, 
to the many other voluntary bodies 
who hel in the national effort, 
and to the men of our merchant 
marine, who faced all the perils of 
the ocean to bring us essential 
supplies, the nation is profoundly 
thankful. 


DIFFICULTIES TO 
CONTINUE 


We have survived the ordeal, but 
1 am’ sure you all realise that the 
end of the war in Europe does not 
mean an immediate or even an early 
ending of the period of emergency. 
The world is still in a most un- 
settled state, and what may still 
happen no one can prophesy. Many 
difficulties concerning wpplin of 
essential -goods which the war 
created will still continue, and there 
can be no relaxation of the regula- 
tions relating to the distribution or 
use of the commodities that have | 
had to be kept under control. i

goods will be scarcer than ever, 
A great war is still in progress 
in the Far East, the reguirements 
of which will be a first demand o 
the productive resources and th 
the countries fro 
which “in tigtes of peace we wer 
accustomed to import gre 
quantities of goods. There is, more- 
over, a grave shortage of {food in 
many European countries, and a 
danger of famine in many parts of 
the Continent next winter. We

transport difficulties remain cute, 
but other peoples will have prior 


available. Rationing and other 
forms of control of the distribu:ion 
and use of goods will have to te 
maintained as long as the scarcity 
continues, and can terminated 
only when normal supglies are again

years we will have to rely on our 
own efforts to produce the bulk of 
the food required to maintain the 
life and health of our people. 

We must, indeed, not only reduce 
to a minimum our dependence on 
imported foodstuffs, but, by increas- 
ing production, endeavour to make 
substantial quantities available also 
for peoples who have been less 
fortunate than ourselves. 

So far as this year is concerned, 
the intention to provide food from 
our own resources to help in 
warding off starvation in European 
countries can be put into effect 

only by reducing the supplies 

available for our own consump- 
tion. This may, in fact, involve 
not merely the reduction for a 
time of the present rations of 
some commod but the exten- 
sion of rationing to other com- 
modities not now subject to 
control. 

As to the future, there is no likeli- 
hood of any material change in the

COAL SCARCITY 


The difficulties which we have | 
experienced during the past years in 
regard to fuel will also remain. 
There are no prospects whatever of 
an early resumption of coal imports 
on anything approaching a normal 
scale, and our domestic fuel needs 
and the requirements of industry 
must in this coming winter be met 
by turf. 

The Government 
restore normal trading conditions as 
early as possible, and no control or 
regulations will be kept in force for 
one day longer than is strictly 
necessary. 

The controls established by the 
Government to prevent inflation 
must also. be maintained for the 
time being. It will be remembered 
that. it was after the end of 
hostilities in 1918, and because of 
the too early removal of the war- 
time checks on expenditure, that 
inflationary forces got out of con- 
trol. The economic disorganisation 
which caused so much hardship and 
distress in later years had its origin 
at-.that time, know that these 
restrictions are irksome, but, in the 
national interest it is necessary for 
me to ask you to: accept and bear 
by them patiently until the danger is 
past.
